Comilng to the concinsion that old ladies were
not good subjects, he then tried & younger one,
only to be again asked to play leading man in &
wodding, and baving the request backed by
another hug and a kKiss from a pair of rosy lips.

This disheartened bim, and deciding that a.ll
women were insane, he started to find sanity in
the male wards, Atfter listeming fo innumer
able tales of woe from the inmates, the most
sane looking man in the hospital declared the
beardless census taker was his danghter, afd
thas if she did pot diseard trousers and return
to conts he wonld disown her forever.

He was not to be disheartened, however, and
at onoce resolved himself inton sicuthbound to
expose the horrid cruelties which must be
practoed in sach an insttation, Dr. Hatchin-
son accompanied the tranaformed census
taker, Every department was visited. Nota
door was harred. Any door that looked as
though it mirht conceal a mystery was opened
as soun as requested. In every instance it re-
vealed a harmless looking linen closet, a bath
rootn, storage room, a fruis cellar or something
e!ﬁe just as innocent.

¥ was this true of the sleeping a
nema ;na dining rooms There was pothing
that had the least ance of & ber of
horrors, and if the good natured doctor does
run a little inquisition of his own, 1t must be
buried deep under the walls of the madhouse,
or concealed m & cave under the hill.

None of the patients showed the least signs
of having received vicient treatment. They are
all divided into wards acoording to their mental
oondition. All are ciean as could be expected.
It was impossible to keep the more violent ones
neat, but all were dressed a8 well as could be
expocted under the clrcumstances,

JTST LIRE A HOME,

In the wards where the milder patients were
coufined everything was as comfortable as a
bome, and all the inmates seemed contented.
They bad musical ipstruments, and were
ing various games, from checkers to bhill
and from old maid to the grand old Awmerican
game of draw poker. Others were reading or
prowenading oo the balconies which lead out
1o the fire escapes. There was not nearly
enough reading matter for all of them, and as
eoon as & book or & paper was laid down 1t WaS
m1md.hse1« ;urkui ap by sume other patient.

In the women's department everstbhing was
on a more luxurions scale, andeven the pnrlon
of Dr. Hutchinson would not compare any too
iavorably with tho pariors in many of the fe-
male wards. Thore the ladies also had music

reading matter,

The “sleathhound” looked back vver his in-
spection of the inrtitution and did not have
even a shadow of hope on which to base
slory of cruelties, for even the patients them-
stlves seemed to the doctor as
their best friend and confidant The
jdea that they were opoorly fed next
struck him, but 8 glance at the well.-ronnded
forms of the healthy loaking patients, together
with a wisit to the Kitchens and storeroom, soon
du;wllod this igea. The kitchens were all well
supplied, and the one for the patients was as

The eensts taker was then atthe end of his
strine. His proposed semsations had flitted
away to where the sapity of the patients had
ﬁme and the only thing lelt was to talk to Dr.

utchinson until trmin time, and it was im-
possible 1o draw the dividing line between task
and pleasore.

NOTHING TO CONCEAIl.

*There is nothing in this institution which
neads to be concealed. Every partof it is open
to the public. whenever they want to look at it
It ix true thero may be an occoasional case of
craelty, but that cannot well be avoided. We
have 714 patients to look after, and in employ-
ing norses there may be sometimes a mistake
in the man. Whenever any case of eruelty js
discnvered the offender is at once discharged,
